The St. Louis slogan has ‘‘caught on.” 

All over the city, since its publicacjonr 
in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the prase 
which won the Post-Dispatch’s $50 
prize has been quoted and discussed. 

‘Strong,”’ “‘expressive,”’ “catchy,” 
“convincing,” ‘“‘apt,”’ ‘“‘direct,’’ were a 
few of the words applied to the slogan, 
of which Conrad Riethman, janitor of 
the First Regiment Armory, was the 
author. 

Its Wide Use Favored. 

That wide use would be made of tive 
slogan in advertising St. Louis, bo. 
by civic organizations and by bust- 
ness firms, was the opinion of must 
of the business men _interviewrd. 
Some suggested that the first clause 
be dropped and that the slogan ve 
simply “St. Louis Has the Goods.” 

There were unfavorable criticisms, 
too. Some persons objected to tre 
term “has the goods” as slangy. But 
the general expression was one 0 
praise for the decision reached by a 
committee of 27 business and profes- 
sional men, and for the Post-Dispatch, 
whose prize offer brought the 80,000 sug- 
gestions from which the committee made 
its selection. 

Expressions of those interviewed 
regarding the slogan were as fol- 
lows: 

MAYOR KREISMANN: Considering 
that it will be used in the formal ad- 
vertisement of the city, it strikes me 
that the slogan is a bit slangy. The 
word ‘“goods’’ covers a great many 
things. It will help arouse discussion, 
however, and that will be a good thing. 

GEORGE H. MORGAN, secretary 
Merchants’ Exchange: It’s good. I be- 
neve the people and the business men 
generally wil! take it up. 

FRED C. LAKE, president Associ- 
ated Retailers: It’s fine I don’t think 
a better slogan could have been found. 
It has so much meaning. It is not mere 
brag, but it’ has the strength of truth. 
lt is just what a slogan cught to be 
and it will be worth many’ times $500 
to St. Louis. 

FRANK P. CRUNDEN, president of 
the City Club: It sounds good. That’s 
all I want to say about it. I don’t 
think it especially good for-a trade slo- 
gan. : 

J. O. LINCOLN, Commissioner of 
the St. Louis Traffic Bureau: The last 
half is the slogan. In picking a slogan 
we should not concern ourselves with 
what others have, but what we hav 
ourselves. “ST. LOUIS HAS THE 
GOODS”’—that is a slogan which the 
business houses and individuals can 
spread to the advantage of themselves 
and the city. 

BENJAMIN F. BUSH, president of 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad: The slo- 
gan is fine. It’s absolutely all right. I 
don’tithink a better one could have been 
found, or that it can be improved on. 
To add to it would be like painting the 
lily. 

ALBERT BOND LAMBERT, presi- 
dent Aero Club: The slogan is strong 
and expressive. It will be a fine ad- 
vertisement for St. Louis. I think it 
will naturally tend to shorten itself by 
dropping the first clause and leaving the 
plain statement, “ST. LOUIS HAS THE 
GOODS.” In my opinion, that is the 
strong part of the slogan, and it is 
enough. To say that St. Louis has the 
goods means that St. Louis has every- 
thing. 

F. C. FREIBURG, president Tenth 
Ward Improvement Assoctation: The 
prize slogan strikes me as a good one. 
It seems to be comprehensive when con- 
¢ivered from al! angles. St. Louis sure- 
1y has the goods, and it is up.to us to 
let the world Mhow it. It should be given 
the utmost\ préminence. Al! business 
houses and organizations should use it. 

WILLIAM YOUNG, Chief of Police: 
Thé slogan will do, but I don’t like it. 
We may print it on the police station- 
ery. My objection to it is that thers 
should not be any reference to other 
cities, and I don’t like the word 
“goods.” That is slang, and reminds 
me too much of what we hear every 
time a detective or policeman comes in 
with a good catch, and proudly ‘in- 
forms me that he got his man with 
the ‘‘goods’’ on him. 

SAMUEL ALLENDER, Chief of De- 
tectives: The slogan is too slangy. It 
reminds me of the House of Delegates, 
or the phrase famous in police circles; 
“caught with the goods on him.” 

BUGENE J. SPENCER, Colonel of 
the First Regiment: I think Riethman 
struck a splendid chord. He is a thor. 
oughbred soldier and he produced the 
same kind of a slogan. We are all

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MYSTERY FOR FOUR DAYS 

Woman Gives First Clew After 

‘Quarrel, Begun at Boat Fight, 
Ends Fatally. 





A Coroner’s jury Monday afternoon 
held Thomas Wilson of Collinsville for 
the murder of John Smith of 1800 Olive 
street, who was stabbed to death in 
a fight at the street car loop west of 
Eads Bridge. The case had been a 
mystery for four days, until detective 
work done by Capt. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street Police Station disclosed Wilson's 
part in the affray last Thursday night. 

Robert Walker, a friend of Smith, 
who talked with him at the city hos- 
pital, where he died Saturday, was one 
of the most important witnesses. He 
sai@& Smith told him that ‘“‘the man 
from Collinsville’’ stabbed him. 

Walker said that a hospital physician, 
physician rebuked him for having asked 
the dying man about the stabbing. The 
physician said, according to Walker, 
that the man was delirious, and that 
| his Statement would not be accepted in 
court. Walker said that he saw no in- 
dication of delirium, and that Smith 
called him by name and talked ration- 
ally. = Sette 

Wilson Makes a Denial. 

His statement went far to upset Wil- 
son’s testimony in his own behalf, in 
which he denied having stabbed Smith, 
and said that after a dispute he was 
pushed against a Park car which was 
standing on the loop, and that later 
he was told that a man had been 
stabbed. 

Some of the witnesses said Smith was 
stabbed by a man in a brown suit, and 
that if.they could see Wilson in a 
brown suit they could tell whether he 
was the man. He wore a blue suit at 
the inquest. 

Wilson was oné of a party who bet 
heavily on Everett Gray of Collinsville 
in a river boxing bout on the night 
of the stabbing. Smith was one of the 
seconds for Leo Kelly of St. Louis, 
who won the decision. 

After the witnesses, by professions of 
ignorance, had kept the identity of the 
slayer a secret thre days, Capt. Schoppe 
got a statement from Miss Edna Bea- 
trice Joerding of 2281 Bernays avenue, 
one of a party which met the boat 
on its return. She did not see the 
fight, but Warren Eaton, in whose auto 
she rode to the bridge, told her about | 
it, and she repeated his version to 
Schoppe. 

Witnesses say Wilson and his friends 
bet heavily on the Colinsville fighter 
and wére disgruntled because he lost 
the decision. Smith and his friends bet 
cn Kelly. Returning across Eads Bridge 
after midnight, Harry Schmidt went 
ahead to telephone for the automobile, 
and was insulted by Wilson’s crowd. He 
struck at one of them, and several at- 
tacked him. Schmidt's friends ran to 
nis rescue. 

It was then, according to Eaton's 
story as retold by Miss Goerding, that 
Wilson drew a pocket -knife -and 
stabbed Smith. 


Martin Kelly of 3149 Caroline street, 
brother of Leo, and the fighter, were on 
a Park avenue car, and told of seeing 
the fight from a window, but they did 
not know Wilson’s name. Leo Kelly tried 
te get out to help his second, but was 
restrained by his father and his sister, 
Margaret, who were with him. Their 
statements also were taken. 

Another statement was by Frank 
O’Brien of 3912 Lexington avenue, who 
was not with either party, but was 
crossing the bridge, and said he saw 
Wilson, whom he knew, strike Smith in 
the side. Then, he said, Smith ran

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CHARGE BY 


AND DAY LAW 


John H. Perry, Who Killed J. B. 
Heine, Will Be Tried for 
Assault. 


SHOT 18 MONTHS AGO 


Howe, Lawyer for Accused, Re- 
ceives Automobile as Part 
of His Fee. 


Joseph B. Heine’s death, nearly 18 
months after he was shot by John H. 
_ Perry, will cause Perry’s case, which 
has never been set for trial, to be dock- 
ted. The charge will be assault to kill, 
since the law precludes a charge of 
— even though the death was the 

result of the shooting. 

The law prescribes that to constitute 
“the offense of murder in any degree 
death must occur within a year and a 
day after the assault is committed or 
’ the wound inflicted. Heine was shot by 
Perry Jan. 4, 1910, and died at 6:15 a. m. 
Sunday. 

Perry, a ranch owner, is believed to be 
in Victor, Idaho. His lawyer is Jeptha 
D. Howe, Circuit Attorney Jones’ broth- 
er-in-law, and Howe has received, as 
part of his fee, a six-cylinder automo- 
bile, which was the property of his 
client’s mother. 

Long Delay in Case. 
_ The Circuit Attorney Monday said 
‘that the long delay in calling Perry’s 
case for trial was due entfrely to Heine’s 
condition, and the hope that he would 
improve sufficiently to appear in court 
and tell the story of the shooting. 

Jones explained that, under the law, a 
' use remaining on a court docket with- 
out prosecution through three terms of 
- court becomes extinct. He said he feared 


* .that, if he docketed Perry's case while 


_‘Teine’s condition was uncertain, three 
terms of court might pass without a 
‘rial, and the prosecution might thus 
fail. Now, he declared, he would be able 
to make a vigorous prosecution, and to 
uso at least one ante-mortem state- 
ment by Heine as evidence. 

Heine testified against Perry at the 
preliminary hearing, Jones said, and a 
stenographic copy of his testimony is.at 
hhand. Since he is dead, this testimony 
‘will be available for use in the assault 
- case. So long as he lived it could not 

Jones said the assault case would be 
docketed for trial in the fall and that 
Perry's bond was still in force. The 
highest penalty possible in the assault 
case is 10 years’ imprisonment. 

’ Had Fatal Fight. 

Heine, who was 27 years old, was a 
_ Chauffeur in the employ of Hugh K. 
» Taylor. Heine and Perry quarreled ina 
Vandeventer avenue saloon and went 
Into the street. At the corner of Olive 
_ street Perry shot Heine in the abdomen. 
_ He jumped into an automobile and, cov- 
ering the chauffeur with his revolver, 
made him drive away. After they had 
gone a few blocks the chauffeur per- 
svaded him to permit him to return 
- and the automobile was used in taking 
. the waunded man to St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal. , 

Heine remained at the hospital five 


: _ weeks, then went home, and at various 
_ times underwent three operations. His 
' sufferings from the intestinal wounds 


_ Were intense. Twice, at long intervals, 
he was able to walk about, but re- 


lapses followed these periods of im- 


' provement.

He then launched inte 
a tale in which he distorted facts in 
connection with Parr’s investigation in 
such a manner that the Government of- 
ficial was placed in a most unfavor- 
able light. 

- Overwrought Nerves Give. Way. 

“Want to tell you that your husband 
is in a very bad position,’® declared the 
person, as he proceeded with his story. 

‘It's not true, it’s not true. I know 
you have been persecuting him and I 
won't listen to you,” cried Mrs. Parr. 

Thén her overwrought nerves gave 
Way and she dropped the receiver. Ii 
crashed to-the floor and Mrs. Parr 
f&creamed. <A sister of Parr, rushing 
to the room, found Mrs. Parr in: hys- 
terics. A physician was called and 
for hours worked in an effort to calm 
the patient.

Tariff Reductions Prove Wisdom 
of Post-Dispatch and New 
York World Plea for Call. 


CLARK REVIEWS RESULT 


Republicans Aid in Reform 

Which Is to Be Carried Into 

New Channels. *

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The course 
of legislation in Congress is proving 
the wisdom of the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World’s campaign of last 
winter which brought about the extra 
session of this Congress for a down-.

Every day’s development adds sup- 
port to the Post-Dispatch and World’s 
statement, expressed editorially on Jan.

ANN TASKER °° PLEASES 


Makes -Much ‘of: Limited Oppor- 
tunity in’ Prima Donna 
Role. 


“Little Boy Blue,” a musical comedy 
adapted from the German of Rudolph 
Shanzer and Karl Lindau, with music 
bv Henri Bereny, given its first Ameri- 
can production at Delmar Garden Sun- 
day evening, proved more of a personal 
triumph for Ann Tasker, the popular 
prima donna soprano of the local gar- 
den ‘company and of Stage Manager 
Temple, who gave the piece its first 
staging, than for the authérs or pro- 
ducers. 

Except for the big ensemble number 
at the close of the second act and a 
duet for soprano and tenor, there is no 
especially distinguishing song numbers 


in this newest musigal comedy, and the 
orchestration is hardly up to the stand- 
ard of the average imported music play. 

The story, too, is weak and very 
stagey, with the humor forced and un- 
original. The songs are introduced more 
as musical interruptions than as a nat- 
ural sequence to the various situations, 
so that the interest the § situation 
arouses is not imcreased by the music 
nor does the music help to carry the 
situation. 

So, it seems to me, that while the 
present production of “Little Boy Blue” 
offers interest to St. Louisans on ac- 
count of its entire newness and the op- 
portunity it gives the popular Ann 
Tasker, it must be seasoned with a lit- 
tle ginger and a few new songs inter- 
polated into it before it can be made a 
road success. 

Ann Tasker never looked more charm- 
ing than as Little Boy Blue, and only 
once during the evening did she show 
any effect of hurried preparation in 
creating the stellar role. She sang the 
solo numbers with such confidence and 
assurance as to make one wish for 
more music and less comedy. f 

Mark Smith in the Dupont role created 
a detective part along a somewhat 
original line, of times striking a really 
humorous vein, but cheapening it later 
with low comedy “horse play.“ Leonore 
Novasio made a decided hit with her 
one song and dance number, as Kitty, 
the ward of Lord Gobordeen; Lucile 
Saunders is slightly. handicapped in 
the Madame Amoranthe character, hav- 
ir.g little opportunity to use her pleas- 
ing voice; W'. Naughton was not in the 
best of voice, the tenor notes failing to 
‘carry across the footlights in some of 
the duets and congerted numbers.

Let us concede that June has been a dry 
month. Up to Saturday morning the precipita-} 
tion had been Only .61 of an inch, while the

2.9 ifiches. For the month, therefore, St, Louis 
is short about two inches of water on every 
square foot of its surface. 

An inch of water is not much: to speak of. 
Sometimes that much will fall in an hour or 
4 day. But an inch of water means 22,624 
gallos on an acre,-or 226,613 pounds, while on 
a square mile it is 75,516 .tons. St. Louis 
covers 61 square miles and its deprivation of 
two inches of rainfall in June means that it 
was entitled to 4,606,476 tons of water which 
it didn’t receive. This is as much as the city 
waterworks would pump in 23 days. 

However, St. Louis is not so desperately off, 

nor is any other similar area in this vicinity. 
The normal rainfall for the year up to June 23 
would be 19.11 inches. Actually there has been 
16.44 inches. The rainfall for the same period 
in 1901, recorded as the last drouth year, was 
14.88 inches. But there were other peculiarities 
in that year. While June brought 3.92 inches 
of rain, nine-tenths of it fell on the fourth, fifth 
and sixth of the month. July, August and 
September were dismally dry ° They brought 
only 2.87 inches, instead of the regular 9, and 
to make matters ‘worse, the fall months failed 
to bring up the average. The-total rainfall for 
1901 was only 24.8 inches, instead of the nor 
mal 36.5. 
- With the exception of June, which seems bent 
on redeeming itself, this year has been by no 
means dry. April brought a rainfall of 7.46 
inches, which is 3.94 above the normal and the 
May fall was not Jow. In fact all the dryness 
was during the first three weeks of June, 

This dryness, affecting chiefly the supply of 
early vegetables, has sent their psices skyward 
and. caused agitation among city housewives. 
Timid farmers, surveying their drying pastures 
and crops, have become alarmed at the prospect 
rather than the ‘reality. This is the usual way. 
The fear is not for what is but for what may 
be. .All we haye heard is that if, it~ doesn’t 
rain soon, there will. be consequences more ‘or 
less deplorable. If we recall 1901, when “June 
Was purgatory and July hell,” as one farmer 
expressed it, the country came through pretty 
well—better than in the two years following 
when rains and ‘floods did more damage than 
the drowth had ever done. 

It is well to take heart from the figures. All 
is not lost. Association with crops is a great 
depressant gnd farming: an incentive to pessf- 
mism, but the wheat “is m,“ the corn is still 
growing, oats are a fiction in Missouri, the coun- 
try is large, the climate varied and the means 
Moreover, ths farmers are 
cultivating crops with greater intelligence. Dry 
farming in modified form, at least, diminishes the’ 
bad effects of dry seasons.

The One-Day President Story. ;

The political story that United States Senator, 
David R. Atchison of Missouri, then President pro , 
tem of the Senate, was President of the United 


Dispatch, copied from the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, never had any foundation in law or in fact. 
-It 1s claimed that the President pro tem of the 
Senate was in line to the presidency, in case there 
was no President or Vic@President; that March 4, 
1849, fell on Sunday, and Taylor, the President- 
elect not having taken the oath of office on that 
day, nor inaugurated until the following Monday, 
Atchison was Presiden for this one day. 

» There was no law, rule, usage, custom or prece- 
dent making the President pro. tem of the Senate 
President of the United States, then or at any 
other time or occasion. It was not until after 
the death of Vice-President — ——— and the 
alleged i health of President Clevelan 

was supplied for thé first. time in the history of 
thig countrv by making the Cabinet officers in 
rotation, beginning with the Secretary of State, 
successors to the presidency, and is now the 
law. 

This omission, together with the influence of 
Miss Foote, daughter of Senator Foote of Tennes- 
see, afterwards wife, and his well known disgust 
of Grant, who figured prominently in the case, 
was said at ithe time to have influenced Senator 
Henderson in voting against impeachment and 
virtually deciding it. Henderson was always a 
practical politician and one of the best lawyers 
in the Senate, 

The Senate at this time could, had Johnson been 
impeached, provided for the vacaney, as was done 
later on, Senatorial courtesy would perhaps have 
suggested Ben Wade, then President pro tem of 
the Senate, for the place, but Senators like Hen- 
derson who had been Democrats had no use for 
Whigs nor for Wade. This and the acquittal of 
Johnson, however, deferred action in the matter. 

Senator Atchison was about as much President 
of the United States for one day as was the then 
doorkeeper of the White House, M, K, McG.

It isa 
safe guess that.the most ridiculous 
among them were written by people 
knowing what a slogan should be and 
vainly struggling to fit one to the condi- 
tions of the contest. 

St. Louis is not to have a slogan; at 
least for the present. The committee of 
eminent and well-qualified gentlemen 
chosen to make an award have shown 
rare wisdom and discretion in choosing 
what is, in itself, a declaration that It 
is not a slogan. ‘“‘Some cities have a 
slogan; St. Louis has the goods,” is 
getting out of it with a much better 
grace than did Indianapolis. We con- 
gratulate the committee on this fine 
strategy. The contest happily leaves us 
without.a slogan, by the admission of
